Senator Nancy Kassebaum 
speaks Friday April 24 




Sen Nancy Landon Kasse- 
baum (R-Kan) will address the 
topic "Refocusing Our Natio- 
nal Priorities" at Avila College 
on Friday, April 24. 

She will present her address 
at 8:00 PM in the Goppert 
Theatre. 

Sen. Kassebaum's speech is 
presented by the Avila College 
Harry S. Truman Distin- 
guished Lecture Series. Foll- 
owing her address she will 
answer questions from the 
audience. 

Sen Kasselbaum is a mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations 
Committee and chairman of its 
African Subcommittee; the 
Commerce, Science and 
Transportation Committee 
and chairman of its Aviation 
Committee. 

She is also a member of the 
Budget Committee and the 
Special Committee on Aging. 

Sen. Kassebaum is the first 



woman to represent Kansas in 
the U.S. Senate and the only 
woman senator in the 
96th Congress. 

Winning the election in 1978 
over a former two-term con- 
gressman from her hometown 
of Topeka, Mrs. Kassebaum 
became the first woman elec- 
ted to the Senate without 
first having been preceded in 
Congress by her husband. 

Prior to entering the Senate, 
Mrs. Kassebaum had served 
on the Kansas Govern- 
mental Ethics Commission, 
The Kansas Committee for the 
Humanities, and the Maize, 
Kansas, School Board. 

She worked on the Wash- 
ington staff of Sen. James B. 
Pearson, her predecessor, in 
1975-76, and serves as vice 
president of KFH-KBRA- 
FM stations. She is a reci- 
pient of the Woman in Com- 
munications' Matrix Award.

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Simons serves on Board for MOSNA; 
reveals need for larger membership

Jim Simons is a nursing stu- 
dent who enjoys going the ex- 
tra mile. In addition to clini- 
cal work, he serves on the 
board of directors in MOSNA 
(the Missouri Student Nursing 
Association). 

"We function to contribute 
to nursing education," Jim ex- 
plains, "and to provide the 
highest quality of health 
care." 

This organization offers val- 
uable experience to nursing 
students in a number of ways, 
including seminars and work- 
shops. Jim adds that it 
"orients them to medicine." 

Any student of nursing, 
freshman and up, can join 
the nursing organization 
which actually consists of 
three associations: the school 
association, ASNO; the state 
association, MOSNA; and the 
national association, NSNA. 

Jim encourages member- 
ship, "It gives you a real 
learning experience and an 
idea of where nursing is go-

ing. 

However, he reveals that al- 
though Avila's nursing pro- 
gram has the second largest 
enrollment in the state, 
"second only to St. Louis 
University," the number of 
students involved in the nur- 
sing association is surprisingly 
low. 

One possible reason for the 
low membership is the $19 
year required as dues in the 
state of Missouri. 

Jim suggests that time is 
a large factor where junior and 
senior students in clinical are 
concerned. 

"I feel it is a really good 
program," he states of Avila's 
nursing program, "but it's 
very stressful. I think it could 
be changed. It doesn't need 



to be that stressful." 

"I feel it could be stretched 
out, with some clinical in the 
sophomore year or stretched 
out another semester." 

With more time, more stu- 
dents might want to get in- 
volved 

At some schools, including 
St. Lukes, involvement in the 
student nursing association is 
mandatory. At Avila, involve- 
ment is voluntary. 

According to Jim, "There 
are good points and bad 
points (about mandatory in- 
volvement). Just because a 
person is involved doesn't 
mean they'll be active." 

However, a larger member- 
ship results in more votes in 
the association. St. Lukes, for 
example, has five votes while 
Avila has two. 

The association sends adop- 
tions and bills to the legis- 
lature and concentrates on 
laws that affect nurses. Stu- 
dents involved also take a 
stand on issues facing the nur- 
sing profession, including 
right to life and entry level 
into practice. 

The state convention on 
January 30 gave members a 
chance for discussion. Repre- 
sentatives from every school 
that has an orgainzation were 
present, as well as those on 
the nine-seat Board of Direc- 
tors. 

Jim's title is Director of 
Nominations and Member- 
ship. And, his responsibilities 
range from reviewing creden- 
tials of persons appointed as 
well as credentials of other 
running for office, to super- 
vising election procedures and 
working with coordinators for 
recruitment. 

As for his goals, Jim states,

The current membership is 
820. 

He stresses the point that 
membership is open to all 
nursing students, including 
freshmen and sophomores. 

"Even at the state level, 
a freshman or sophomore can 
be active and run for any, 
except two, offices." 

Students who are interested 
can attend the National Con- 
vention in Cleveland, Ohio 
which lasts from April 28 to 
May 3. 

"We've grown so much," 
Jim comments, "that we're 
using all of their facilities and 
four hotels." 

At the convention, students 
will have the opportunity to 
talk with recruiters about the 
job market, graduate school, 
etc. These recruiters come 
from all over the country to 
'wine and dine" students— a 
reflection of the current de- 
mand for nurses. 

Also included in the con- 
vention are business meet- 
ings, workshops, discussions 
with nurses in a number of 
fields, and a banquet which 
includes a guest speaker, last 
year's speaker was Erma Bom- 
beck. 

Students are also invited to 
sit in on the next board meet- 
ing, hosted by MU on May 
9. 



Events that are closer to 
home include meetings of 
ASNO —elections should be 
occuring soon-and the 
Spring Banquet at Avila. The 
banquet, which includes skits 
and awards, offers students 
a chance to meet the nursing 
faculty.
